Schmidt & Steacy company was con- 
siderably damaged; a horse which was 
standing in front of the York Cold 
Storage plant, on Arch 
street, 300 
yards 
away, 
was 
killed; 
box 
cars 
standing on the railroad sidings near 
the mill were put out of use and men 
and women in 'that vicinity at the time 
of the accident were struck and In- 
jured. 


Following the explosion chaos reign- 
ed. Women became hysterical, and it 
v/as several minutes before anytUIng 
material could be done for the aid of 
the dying men. The rescuing party lo- 
cated a number of those who were 
killed outright, but a majority had 
their heads blown off and their bodies 
were so badly mangled that they could 
not be identified. The Injured, some of 
whom were so black with smoke that 
they could not be recognized, were 
hurried to the hospital, while those 
whose life had become extinct were 
placed on a bank nearby. 


The 
report, which 
resembled 
an 
earthquake, was heard all over the 
city. 
The head of the boiler, about 
four feet square, was hurled nearly a 
square. 


The house of Harry Bowman, on 
North Queen street, about lOuO feet 
from the mill, was struck by a piece 
of the boiler shell and demolished. No 
one was Injured. 


Cattell, aged

struck and killed near Glassboro, N.

His sister, Mabel, and 
Rebecca 
Turner were also struck and severely 
injured, the latter being in a serious 
condition. Cattell. his sister and Miss

corner, across the floor and through 
the shed where they were sitting. The 
lightning broke the legs off the chairs 
and rendered the trio 
unconscious.

back, searing the spine, and he was 
dead when picked up. The shoes were 
ripped from the feet of his sister, but 
she recovered consciousness after a 
short time, but Miss Turner remained 
dazed for some time and is seriously 
ill from shock. One corner of the Cat- 
tell home was torn out by the bolt oi 
lightning. 


Buildings of all sorts were struck in 
various sections and destroyed 
and 
many districts suftered from flooding. 
Philadelphia in connection with the 
storm was pelted by one of the most 
severe falls of hall that has occurred 
in a number of years. Windows wore 
broken, trees 
and shrubbery beaten 
and torn and much minor damage was 
done. Half a dozen runaways were re- 
ported to the police as a result of the 
storm. The hailstones were as large as 
hazlenuts. and when they came with 
terrific force upon the backs of horsj 
standing in the streets the animals 
bolted, causing much minor trouble. 
The rain fell In torrents and In all 
sections cellars were flooded and over 
washed.

The mill has been closed down for 
about a week, and about twenty-five 
men were engaged in making repairs 
to the large engine. Without warning 
the explosion took place, and none of 
the men at work were able to m ake 
their escape. The report was so terrific 
that it demolished a large part of the 
mill and sent large pieces of twisted 
iron and other missiles in all direc­ 
tions. 
The plant of the Broomell, 
Schmidt & Steacy company was con­ 
siderably damaged; a horse which was 
standing in front of the York Cold 
Storage plant, on Arch street, 300 
yards 
away, 
was killed; 
box cars 
standing on the railroad sidings near 
the mill were put out of use and men 
and women in 'that vicinity at the time 
of the accident were struck and in­ 
jured. 


Following the explosion chaos reign­ 
ed. Women became hysterical, and it 
was several minutes before anytUing 
material could be done for the aid of 
the dying men. The rescuing party lo­ 
cated a number of those who were 
killed outright, but a majority had 
their heads blown off and their bodies 
were so badly mangled that they could 
not be identified. The injured, some of 
whom were so black with smoke that 
they could not be recognized, were 
hurried to the hospital, while those 
whose life had become extinct were 
placed on a bank nearby. 


The

earthquake, was heard all over the 
city. 
The head of the boiler, about 
four feet square, was hurled nearly a 
square. 


The house of Harry Bowman, on 
North Queen street, about 10UQ feet 
from the mill, was struck by a piece 
of the boiler shell and demolished.

back, searing the spine, and he was 
dead when picked up. The shoes were 
ripped from the feet of his sister, but 
she recovered consciousness after a 
short time, but Miss Turner remained 
dazed for some time and is seriously 
ill from shock. One corner of the Cat­ 
tell home was torn out by the bolt of 
lightning. 


Buildings of all sorts were struck in 
various sections and destroyed and 
many districts suffered from flooding. 
Philadelphia in connection with the 
storm was pelted by one of the most 
severe falls of hail that has occurred 
in a number of years. Windows were 
broken, trees 
and shrubbery beaten 
and torn and much minor damage was 
done. Half a dozen runaways were re­ 
ported to the police as a result of the 
storm. The hailstones were as large as 
hazlenuts, and when they came with 
terrific force upon the backs of horsj 
standing in the streets the animals 
bolted, causing much minor trouble. 
The rain fell in torrents and in all 
sections cellars were flooded and over 
washed.

The consul 
also reports that a man standing near 
the door of the consular office was 
also wounded. Th^ shooting is sup­ 
posed to have been an incident of the 
disturbances which have been going 
on at Tabriz for some time and in both 
cases to have been accidental.

Last 
week, however, brought out the fact 
that the magazine with the reputation 
for paying the highest rates in this 
country has not only been relying on 
Its accumulated store of literature for 
its weekly issues, but has even been 
trying to sell off sciae of its accumu- 
lated verse at bargain rates. 
This 


letter was received by the editor of 
one of the few magazines which has 
been buying throughout the •winter: 


"My dear 
: As your probably 


know from your own experience, we 
editors accumulate a great deal of 
material, which afters while we find 
to be unsuitable lor our use. In look- 
Ing over our accumulated material I 
find a good deal of verse. Some years 
ago we used much, but latterly have 
found it impossible to give up much 
space to rhyme. For this reason I 
am sending you proofs of some of the 
things we now have on hand, thinking 
that you may be interested, and that 
perhaps you might care to buy some 
of it." 


After this little preamble came the 


prices for an absolute slaughter sale 
in literature. 
A verse, bought for 


$75, together with the pictures drawn 
for it by a well known illustrator at 
the cost of §250. was offered at the 
bargain price of $50. There were also 
four sonnets, with their accompany- 
ing "cuts," to be gladly disposed of 
at S20 apiece, the magazine having 
purchased 
them at imported rates. 


Slight bits of "vers de societe" would 
be knocked down at the extraordinary 
sacrifice of $2 apiece. 
One stray 


rhyme, "The Expressman." was even 
to be allowed to disappear for the 
really negligible consideration of 51 
cash. 


A church publication of fair stand- 


Ing has been coming out for some 
months remunerating its writers only 
with four perfectly good, new copies 
of the issue in which their work ap- 
peared. 


As a result of this slightly Bo- 


hemian state of affairs, one magazine 
writer who usually has enough orders 
ahead to keep her busy, has tem- 
porarily left the fields of literature 
for the more certain gleanings of 
school teaching. Beginning with De- 
cember, her name appeared on the 
payrolls of the Board of Education as 
a substitute teacher in the high 
schools, which place brings her in 
some $73 monthly. 


"It isn't the grandest salary In the 


world," she told the reporter, "but at 
least it conies in every month, and it 
pays for bread and butter. Once in 
a while I receive a check for some one 
of my articles, but that is so uncertain 
in these days that when one appears 
it 
is 
like a sure-enough surprise 


party." 


Another 
woman writer, whose 


name frequently heads the tables of 
contents in the popular fiction maga- 
zines, confesses that last winter she 
had recourse to an old-fashioned 
refuge in time of trouble. 


"I am not even trying to sell any 


copy. I am living oa my husband," 
she said. "I know that the magazines 
aren't buying anything, and I no nof. 
intend that any editor shall get into 
the habit of returning my copy. So 
whenever I finish a story I lay it 
gently aside in my bureau drawer. 
Some day when this cruel war Is over 
I'll attempt to market iny stu2 again, 
but not now." 


According to the editors, the only 


story they will buy is a bit of first- 
class humor. If It is funny enough to 
make them forget taeir own troubles 
they are willing to purchase that tale. 
One wielder of the blue pencil says 
he will also buy a. "crackerjack love 
story if I can get 
one, although I 


haven't found one yet quite good 
enough to make me buy it. However, 
I will take one love story, but it has 
got to be a crackerjack."

weekly and one "funny paper of the 
legion published in New York, have 
received no orders from the financial 
department to "go slow"1 on purchas- 
ing. 


One monthly, in need of a serial 


novel, took this unusual metho-i of 
getting one for almost nothing. Two 
years ago the publication had sub- 
mitted to it a story which was not 
"quite up to our standard," as they 
wrote the author. 
She was asked, 


however, to call and talk over her 
future work. Tne author called. She 
turned out to be a girl of about twen- 
ty-two, then a junior in college. Tae 
girl is now a senior. A month ago 
she unexpectedly received a letter 
from the publishing firm asking if 
that novel had be-ea disposed of. It 
had not, and the youag author finally 
dug it out from beneath the pile of 
tennis shoes, racquets and discarded 
note books in her closet, and again 
submitted her first novel to the edi- 
tors. T-hey were not quite so partic- 
ular about "our standard" this time. 
The matter was arranged. The mag- 
azine got the serial story, aad the girl 
is getting glory, but not so ranch in 
the way of worldly reward as she 
would iiave received a year ago.

Better than the women. Most of them

j The paper offered him an increase of 
I salary as an inducement to keep at his 
usual work. The correspondent de- 
clined, displaying contracts with four 
magazines, amounting in all to more 
.than $20,000, and the contracts are 
I so drawn that the publishers must, 
good times or bad, stand by them. 


To one owner of a successful wom- 


an's paper was offered a certain per- 
iodical as a gift if he would pull it 
through this season. The owner, 
however, declined to take the risk, 
saying that he had his pile carefully 
saved up and had no intention of tak- 
ing such big chances with the money 
he had set aside for a comfortable 
and unworried old age. With that the 
owner embarked himself and his fam- 
ily for Egypt, to stay abroad until the 
trouble was over, lest he be tempted 
to reconsider his declination. 


One of the cheaper monthlies has 


taken advantage of this distress to 
get hold of some excellent stories. 
Whenever the editors receive a manu- 
script from a well known author they 
! realize that he had probably sent it 
1 to all the larger houses first, but It 
had not been accepted for lack of 
funds. On receiving such a story the 
editor of the cheap paper immediately 
, writes to the autaor accepting the 
j story, but offering about one-fourth 
of what would be the regular market 
price, and only half as much as even 
the cheap magazine was used to pay- 
ing, but stating that ""a check will be 
! sent immediately on receipt of your 
! letter of acceptance." In almost every 
j case the author has been taken by the 
{•chance for real money on the spot, 
j and has let his work go at far below 
I his regulation rates. As z. result, the 
! chen.r> monthly has been getting ex- 
i celleat fiction this winter at very rea- 
j sonable rates. 
j 
Still, the clouds are clearing from 


i the literary sky. A magazine which 
! has actually not bought a single story 


j since last October has recovered all of 
j its pre-panic advertising, with the ex- 
! ception of six pages. Also, although 
i this is not told abroad, there is not 
! enough refrigerated stuff left to keep 
I the publication going later than the 
| October issue. If others are in like 
| plight, the authors who have been 
j having "slim pickings" this winter 
' will then have their innings.—New 
York Times. 


A WORLD WIDE SCOTJKGE. 


Warning Called Out by Rapid Spread 


of Plague. 


Surgeon General Wyman, In the 


public health reports, has issued a 
warning to the world on tae preva- 
lence of the plague. The spread of 
the terrible disease since it first made 


Permanent ffiiUeii Records oil jjinen.

.its appearance in 1894 in China has j 
been appalling. 
In 1896 it appeared I 


in India, Japan, Asiatic Turkey and 
Russia. In 1S9S Africa was invaded, 
and in the following year it swept 
over the border lines of Europe and 
claimed its thousands of victims in 
Austria and Portugal. 
By the year 


1907 it had made its ghastly appear- 
ance In almost every civilized coun- 
try, even the United States -being in- 
vaded on the Pacific Coast. To give 
an idea of the horrible ravages of the 
disease, the reports from India on 
the first year 
of its 
appearance 


showed 3000 deaths; in 1907 there 
were 1,400,000 cases reported, with 
1,200,000 deaths. In 1S94 there was 
only one country infected; In 1907 
there were fifty-one countries. 


Dr. Wyman in his article urges the 


most vigorous international warfare 
against the scourge. Rats and the 
fleas that they carry are believed to 
be the most common means of the 
plague's spread, and he therefore ad- 
vocates a campaign of extermination 
against the rodents. Coal oil has been 
found to be a most valuable aid in 
preventing the spread of the plague, 
for fleas cannot live where it is used 
freely. 
The scientific investigators 


employed by the British Government 
found that the coolie employes of the 
oil works in Bombay and Calcutta 
were singularly immune from the 
plague, although they lived in settle- 
ments where thousands of others 
were dropping dead almost daily. Dr. 
Wyman recommends that the author- 
ities of all seaports compel the un- 
loading of vessels from plague ports 
by lighter, and advises until they 
have been unloaded and freed of 
rats all such ships shall be kept at 
least a quarter of a mile from shore, 
so thai tae rats on board vrill not be 
ablo to swim to land.—New York: 
Tribune. 


Ix>ndon in Clouds. 


Every great city Impresses itself 


upon the atmosphere, and has a kind 
of aerial double. Smoke, dust, rising 
heat currents and many other things 
give a particular character to the air 
over a town like Paris, London or 
New 
York, 
which even 
passing 


storms cannot altogether obliterate 
or drive away. 
The British capital 


is especially famous for its effects 
upon the atmosphere. When one of 
its great fogs is in full swim the vast 
city is lost to sight for its inhabitants, 
but viewed from the -upper air, it 
would then present the appearance of 
a metropolis of vapors. 
Some idea 


of this spectacle may be obtained 
from a photograph taken over Lon- 
don, from a balloon by the late J. M. 
Bacon, the aeronaut. Knowing what 
lies beneath it, that cloud becomes 
for the thoughtful onlooker a symbol 
of congregated activities. 


Perhaps nothing can be more inter- 


esting in a way, to the general his- 
torian, scientific and 
literary man 


than the certain knowledge of the 
fact that his writings and printed 
records on all subjects, inclusive of 
even photographic reproductions in 
the form of "half-tones," may be 
handed down to those who will come 
after us thousands of years hence, 
la the course of a study of various 
materials suitable for the permanent 
preservation 
of 
valuable 
literary 


works, I investigated, among other 
fabrics, the linen wrappings used 
by the ancient Egyptians to Incase 
the bodies of their dead. A specimen 
of such linen was obtained from the 
Metropolitan Museum of Arts, New- 
York City, by the writer, and the 
age of the fabric is certified by the 
curator of Egyptian antiquities of the 
museum. Of interest possibly to the 
historian and Bible reader as well as 
those who reverence and love the 
work of the ancients, is the fact that 
the wrappings in question were taken 
from the body of King Merenptah, 
whom the Bible mentions as being 
the Pharaoh who ordered the exodus 
of the Jews from Egypt- 
The age 


belongs to the Nineteenth Dynasty, 
which would approximate the age of 
3400 years, a tremendous space of 
time when one stops to consider the 
matter. 


The writer, while obtaining the 


fabrics and looking over the various 
specimens submitted to him, was very 
fortunate to obtain by mere accident 
a piece containing pitch or bitumen 
spots, with which latter agent the 
Egyptians a&xed the body to the 
inner coffin and which procedure is 
described by Pliny and Herodotus. 
The spots appealed rather strongly to 
the writer from the fact that they 
would seem to constitute conclusive 
proof of the lasting and non-fading 
properties of printing ink as manu- 
factured and used to-day the world 
over. 


The basia of all black printing ink: 


is lampblack or carbon 
(soot) to 


which is added and blended boiled 
linseed oil, to serve as a vehicle, the 
oil being thoroughly mixed with the 
lampblack, or "milled," as it Is known 
technically to the printing ink indus- 
try. 
Varnish, glycerine and a vola- 


tile dryer are sometimes added to 
meet the various requirements of 
the printing trade, but the basis is, or 
should be, always carbon (lampblack) 
and boiled linseed oil for black^print- 
ing ink. The lampblack is obtained 
from a resinous material similar to 
the bitumen of the ancients that left 
the spots or impression on the linen. 


The manner of receiving the ink 


Impression as obtained on paper or 
even linen fabric is made up of both 
a mechanical and a chemical union. 
By a chemical union I mean the fact 
that the linseed oil carries a certain 
proportion of tee carbon or lamp- 
black Into the agent printed upon, 
thus staining the parenchyma of the 
cellulose 
cell. 
By a 
mechanical 


union, I mean the excess ink that 
may lodge 
on the 
surface of the 


agent printed upon by virtue of its 
adhesiveness. 


In the Egyptian mummy wrappings 


to which I have already referred the 
bitumen stain or chemic union has 
remained unto this day, as vrould the 
stain or Impression of printing ink 
so received, beyond all doubt. As a 
further proof of this statement and 
the 
unchanging 
color 
of carbon 


(lampblack) note should be taken of 
the color of coal, almost pure car- 
bon, which for ages has retained its 
color. 


Lehner has called attention to the 


lasting properties of linen fabrics as 
used by the ancients, and urges a 
better quality of printing paper con- 
taining a larger proportion of linen 
fibre. The objection to paper, wheth- 
er it is composed of cotton, linen or 
wood fibres, as concerns printed re- 
cords for "a long period of time might 
be thus summarized: 


The fact that all paper is com- 


posed of very short fibres held to- 
gether by a glue or size and the 
initial pressure given by the heated 
cylinders on the paper-making ma- 
chine may be urged. 
Certain kinds 


of blotting paper may be mentioned 
as an unsized or glueless paper, the 
fibres being held together by press- 
ure only. 
The best grade of book 


paper may be cited as an engine- 
sized or rlued paper. Long periods 
of time or exposure to dampness may 
disintegrate 
the size or glue that 


colds or binds the fibres together. 
If you are sufficiently interested, wet 
a piece of paper and note how easily 
the printed sheet drops to pieces. 


The bleaching process to which the 


paper stock is subjected would seem 
to form a very important feature in 
connection with the lasting proper- 
ties of paper also. 
Chloric and 


bleaching powders are used exten- 
sively for this purpose, and the diffi- 
culty seems to be that when the ele- 
ments are removed which go to make 
up the various colorings, both natu- 
ral and artificial, of the paper stock 
before being bleached, the chlorine 
probably combines chemically in the 
form of a chloride or a hypoehlorous 
oxide indirectly, from the fact that 
the chlorine will unite with nearly all 
elements directly save oxygen and a 
few others. Very likely for this rea- 
son It later exists as a weak acid in 
the paper stock, probably as hypo- 
chlorous, when the finished paper Is 
acted upon by the moisture of the 
atmosphere. It Is tnown that hypo- 
chlorous oxide will unite with water 
to form hypoehlorous acid. 
It is 


therefore a difficult matter to neutra- 
lize the bleached paper stock because 
of this chemical combination. 


The effect of the process just de- 


scribed is noticed when the average 
book printing paper is exposed to 
the air, even under cover, for any 
length of time. Note, if you are in- 
terested, the light yellow tinge that 
makes its appearance, followed in 
due course of time by a dark yellow- 
ish green hue. This condition is fol- 
lowed later by an increasing brittle- 
ness to such an extent that one hesi- 
tates, in some instances, to turn a 
leaf down for fear of cracking the 
sheet. The yellow tinge is not noted 
so early in papers whose surfaces 
are sized, because the film of the size 
very likely protects the hypochlorous 
oxide from the air. Sooner or later 
it makes its appearance as a slight 
discoloration. This chemical action, 
as the result of bleaching, must neces- 
sarily go on until the sheet is disin- 
tegrated. Although we have no posi- 
tive proof of this latter statement, 
yet it is known that the slow con- 
tinuous chemic action, once in mo- 
tion, must continue as long as there 
is material left upon which to per- 
form its work. 


The first paper makers used the 


sun to bleach their paper stock, and 
while they were never enabled by this 
'method to obtain the estreme whlte- 
. ness obtained by the use of chlorine 
by modern paper makers, yet their 
product does not show the chemic 
action just described and the bleach- 
Ing appears to have been accom- 
plished In a "perfectly natural and 
harmless manner. 


In linen fabrics of a very fine mesh 


and texture aad of an unbleached va- 


i riety, the objections raised against 
j the paper, It would appear, are easily 
overcome. The fact that one can be 
always sure of the absolute purity 
of the linen so used as compared 
with the uncertainty of even linen 
paper and its composition, is very 
Important. The printing Impression 
so received upon the fabric Is beauti- 
fully clean cut, and stands out as 
distinctly as, if not more so than on 
paper. 
Even half-tone cuts can be 


printed on linen. 


There is also the added fact Lhat 


the fibres of linen are very long, and 
as such are twisted into threads and 
these threads woven in such a manner 
that each succeeding thread locks the 
other in place in a mechanical man- 
ner, as In the ancient Egyptian wrap- 
pings which have defied time itself, 
even when exposed to the elements 


j and the careless usages of ages, 
i 
The further fact that the linen 


may be used in its unbleached state 
unacted upon by chemicals used for 
bleaching' purposes, and the very im- 
portant feature that the printing ink 
impression cannot be removed from 


j the fabric, which is possible with 
j comparative ease when parchment is 
J used as the substance printed upon, 
I are two excellent reasons why linen 
! should be ussd for documents which 
| are intended to be permanent, 
j 
It has been proposed. a.nd the mat- 


] ter is now before the Joint Coramit- 
j tee on Printing of 
Congress 
for 


j action, to print" upon linen sheets 
j precisely the 
same as 
a sheet of 


paper, at the expiration of the regu- 
lar paper edition, two copies of the 
more important government publica- 
tions. It is further proposed to en- 
case each volume so printed in a bath 
of paraffin wax and thus to seal the 
volume hermetically from extraneous 
or atmospheric influences. 


Taking the year of 1907 as a basis 


It will cost, approximately, to print 
two linen copies of the revised edi- 
tion of the Congressional Record, 
constituting some 5000 pages, not 
over S65 for the fabric so utilized. 
No change in existing printing ma- 
chinery is necessary and it is but the 
work of a few moments to produce 
the printed linen sheets.—Scientific 
American.

A Government commission is strug- 
gling with the 
problem

All winter it has been hard times 
for literary lights. 
There has been 
absolutely "nothing doinK" with the 
magazines 
for 
most writers; 
the 
monthlies were living on "refriger- 
ated stuff" and buying nothing. 
Last 
week, however, brought out the fact 
that the magazine with the reputation 
for paying the highest rates in this 
country has not only been relying on 
its accumulated store of literature for 
Its weekly Issues, but has even been 
trying to sell off some of Its accumu- 
lated verse at bargain rates. 
This 
letter was received by the editor of 
one of the few magazines which has 
been buying throughout the winter: 


"My dear 
: 
As your probably 


know from your own experience, we 
editors accumulate a great deal of 
material, which a f t e r s while we find 
to be unsuitable for our use. 
In look- 
ing over our accumulated material I 
find a good deal of verse. 
Some years 
ago we used much, but latterly have 
found it Impossible to give up much 
space to rhyme. 
For this reason I 
am sending you proofs of some of the 
things we now have on hand, thinking 
that you may be interested, and that 
perhaps you might care to buy some 
of it." 


After this little preamble came the 
prices for an absolute slaughter sale 
in literature. 
A verse, bought for 
$75, together with the pictures drawn 
for it by a well known illustrator at 
the cost of $250, was offered at the 
bargain price of $50. There were also 
four sonnets, with their accompany- 
ing "cuts," to be gladly disposed of 
at $20 apiece, the magazine having 
purchased 
them at imported rates. 
Slight bits of '*vers de société" would 
be knocked down at the extraordinary 
sacrifice of 
$2 apiece. 
One 
stray 
rhyme, •'The Expressman," was even 
to be allowed to disappear for the 
really negligible consideration of $1 
cash. 


A church publication of fair stand- 
ing has been coming out for some 
months remunerating its writers only 
with four perfectly good, new copies 
of the issue In which their work ap- 
peared. 


As a result of this slightly Bo- 
hemian state of affairs, one magazine 
writer who usually has enough orders 
ahead to keep her busy, has tem- 
porarily left the fields of literature 
for the more certain gleanings of 
school teaching. 
Beginning with De- 
cember, her name appeared on the 
payrolls of the Board of Education as 
a 
substitute 
teacher 
in 
the 
high 
schools, which place brings her in 
some $73 monthly. 


"It isn't the grandest salary in the 
world," she told the reporter, "but at 
least it comes in every month, and it 
pays for bread and butter. 
Once in 
a while 1 rcceive a check for some one 
of my articles, but that is so uncertain 
in these d a y s that when one appears 
it 
is 
like a sure-euough 
surprise 
party." 


Another 
woman 
writer, 
whose 
name frequently heads the tables of 
contents in the popular fiction maga- 
zines, confesses that last wiut^^r she 
had 
recourse 
to 
an 
old-fashioned 
refuge in time of trouble. 


am not even trying to sell any 
copy. 
I am living on my husoalid," 
she said, 
""I know that the magazines 
aren't buyiug anything, and I do not 
intend that any editor shall get into 
the habit of returning my copy. 
So 
whenever I finish a story I lay it 
gently aside in my bureau 
drawer. 
Some day when this cruel wav is over 
ril attempt to market my stuff again, 
but not now," 


According to the editors, the only 
Btory they will buy Is a bit of 
first- 
class humor. 
If it is funny enough to 
make them forget their pwn troubles 
they are willing to purchase that tale. 
One wielder of tho blue pencil says 
he will also buy a "crackerjack love 
story if I can get 
one, although I 
haven't found one yet quite good 
enough to make me buy it. 
However, 
I will take one love story, but it has 
got to be a crackerjack." 


Another editor makes the state- 
ment that only 
one 
monthly, one 
weekly and one **funny" paper of the 
legion published In New York, have 
received no orders from the 
financial 
department to "go slow" on purchas- 
ing. 


One monthly, in need of a serial 
novel, took this unusual method of 
getting one for almost nothing. 
Two 
years ago the publication had sub- 
mitted to it a story which was not 
"quite up to our standard," as they 
Wi'ote tho author. 
She was asked, 
however, to call and talk over her 
future work. 
The author called. 
She 
turned out to be a girl of about twen- 
ty-two, then a junior in college, 
The 
girl is now a senior, 
A month ago 
she 
unexi^ectedly 
received a letter 
from the publishing firm asking if 
that novel had been disposed of. 
It 
had not, and the young author finally 
dug it out from beneath the pile of 
tennis shoes, racquets and discarded 
note books in her closet, and again 
submitted her first novel to the edi- 
tors, 
They were not quite so partic- 
ular about ^our standard" this time. 
The matter was axTanged. 
The mag- 
a?in© got the serial story, and the girl 
is getting glory, but not so much in 
the way of worldly reward as she 
would have received a year ago. 
On the whofO the men are faring 
than the women. Most of them 


with reputations work under contract, 
and visually written contracts at that, 
Robert W. Chambers and "O. Henry" 
are really clever business men when 
it comes to the matter of a contract. 
But tho man who is probably making 
the most out of the magazines this 
season is an ex-Washlngton 
corre- 
spondent of a New York newspaper, 
who gave up his post in Washington 
to devote himself to magazine work. 
The paper offered him an Increase of 
salary as an inducement to keep at his 
usual work. 
The correspondent de- 
clined, displaying contracts with four 
magazines, amounting in all to more 
than $20,000, and the contracts are 
so drawn that the publishers must, 
good times or bad, stand by them. 


To one owner of a successful wom- 
an's paper was offered a certain per- 
iodical as a gift if he would pull it 
through 
this 
season. 
The owner, 
however, declined to take the risk, 
saying that he had his pile carefully 
saved up and had no intention of tak- 
ing such big chances with the money 
he had set aside for a comfortable 
and unworried old age. With that the 
owner embarked himself and bis fam- 
ily for Egypt, to stay abroad until the 
trouble was over, lest he be tempted 
to reconsider his declination. 


One of the cheaper monthlies haa 
taken advantage of this distress to 
get hold of some excellent stories. 
Whenever the editors receive a manu- 
script from a well known author they 
realize that he had probably sent it 
to all the larger houses first, but it 
had not been accepted for lack of 
funds. On receiving such a story the 
editor of the cheap paper immediately 
writes to the author accepting the 
story, but o f f e r i n g about one-fourth 
of what would be the regular market 
price, and only half as much as even 
the cheap magazine was used to pay- 
ing. but stating that ^'a check will be 
sent immediately on receipt of your 
letter of acceptance." In almost every 
case the author has been taken by the 
chance for real money on the spot, 
and has let his work go at far below 
his r e g u l a t i o n rates. 
As a result, the 
cheap monthly has been getting ex- 
cellent fiction this winter at very rea- 
sonable rates. 


Still, the clouds are clearing from 
the literary sky. 
A magazine which 
has actually not bought a single story 
since last October has recovered all of 
its pre-panic advertising, with the ex- 
ception of six pages. 
Also, although 
this is not told abroad, there is not 
enough refrigerated stuff left to keep 
the publication going later than the 
October issue. 
If others are in like 
plight, the authors who have been 
having **slim pickings" this winter 
will then have their innings.—New 
York Times.

A WORLD WIDE SCOURGE. 


Warnine Called Out by Rapid Spread 


of Plague. 


Surgeon General Wyman, In the 
public health reports, has Issued 
a 
warning to the world on the preva- 
lence of the plague. 
The spread of 
the terrible disease since it first made 
,its appearance in 189 4 in China has 
been appalling. 
In IS96 it appeared 
in India, Japan, Asiatic Turkey and 
Russia. 
In 1S9S Africa was invaded, 
and in the following year it swept 
over the border lines of Europe and 
claimed its thousands of victims 
in 
Austria and Portugal. 
By the year 
1907 it had made its ghastly appear- 
ance in almost every civilized coun- 
try, even the United States being In- 
vaded on the Pacific Coast. 
To give 
an Idea of the horrible ravages of the 
disease, the reports from India on 
the 
first 
year 
of 
its 
appearance 
showed 3000 deaths; in 1907 there 
were 1,400,000 cases reported, with 
1,200,000 deaths. 
In 1894 there was 
only one country infected; In 1907 
there were fifty-one countries. 


Dr. Wyman in his article urges the 
most vigorous international warfare 
against the scourge. 
Rats and the 
fleas that they carry are believed 
to 
be the most common means of the 
plague's spread, and he therefore ad- 
vocates a campaign of extermination 
against the rodents. Coal oil has been 
found to be a most valuable aid In 
preventing the spread of the plague, 
for fleas cannot live where it is used 
freely. 
Tho scientific investigators 
employed by the British Government 
found that the coolie-employes of the 
oil works In Bombay and Calcutta 
were singularly 
immune 
from 
the 
plague, although they lived in settle- 
ments where 
thousands 
of 
other» 
were dropping dead almost daily. Dr. 
Wyman recommends that the author- 
ities of all seaports compel the un- 
loading of vessels from plague ports 
by lighter, and advises until they 
have been unloaded 
and 
freed 
of 
rats all such ships shall bo kept 
at 
least a quarter of a mile from shore, 
so that the rats on board will not be 
able to swim to land.—Now York 
Tribune. 


Ixjndon in Clouds, 


Every great city Impresses Itself 
upon the atmosphere, and has a kind 
of aerial double. 
Smoke, dust, rising 
heat currents and many other things 
give a particular character to the air 
over a town like Paris, London or 
New 
York, 
which 
even 
passing 
storms cannot altogether 
obliterate 
or drive away. 
The British capital 
Is especially famous for its effects 
upon the atmosphere. 
When one of 
its great fogs is in full swim the vast 
city As lost to sight for its inhabitants, 
but viewed from the upper air. It 
would then present the ai)pearance of 
a metropolis of vapors. 
Some idea 
of this spectacle may be obtained 
from a photograph taken over Lon- 
don from a balloon by the late J. M. 
Bacon, the aeronaut. 
Knowing what 
lies beneath it, that cloud becomes 
for the thoughtful onlooker a symbol 
of Qongreg^tyd activlfiest 


Perhaps nothing can be more inter- 
esting in a way, to the general his- 
torian. scientific and 
literary man 
than the certain knowledge of the 
fact that his writings and printed 
records on all subjects, inclusive of 
even photographic reproductions in 
the form of "half-tones,'' may 
be 
handed down to those who will come 
after us thousands of years hence. 
In the course of a study of various 
materials suitable for the permanent 
preservation 
of 
valuable 
literary 
works, I investigated, among other 
fabrics, the 
linen wrappings 
used 
by the ancient Egyptians to Incase 
the bodies of their dead. 
A specimen 
of such linen was obtained from the 
Metropolitan Museum of Arts. New 
York City, by the writer, and the 
age of the fabric Is certified by the 
curator of Egyptian antiquities of the 
museum. 
Of interest possibly to the 
historian and Bible reader as well as 
those who reverence and love the 
work of the ancients, is the fact that 
the wrappings in question were taken 
from the body of King Merenptah, 
whom the Bible mentions as being 
the Pharaoh who ordered the exodus 
of the Jews from Egypt. 
The age 
belongs to the Nineteenth Dynasty, 
which would approximate the age of 
3400 years, a tremendous space of 
time when one stops to consider the 
matter. 


The writer, while obtaining 
the 
fabrics and looking over the various 
specimens submitted to him, was very 
fortunate to obtain by mere accident 
a piece containing pitch or bitumen 
spots, with which latter agent the 
Egyptians affixed the body to the 
inner cofiln and which procedure Is 
described by Pliny and 
Herodotus. 
The spots appealed rather strongly to 
the writer from the fact that they 
would seem to constitute conclusive 
proof Of the lasting and non-fading 
properties of printing ink as manu- 
factured and used to-day the world 
over. 


The basia of all black printing ink 
is lampblack 
or 
carbon 
(soot) to 
which Is added and blended boiled 
linseed oil, to serve as a vehicle, the 
oil being "thoroughly mixed with the 
lampblack, or "milledj' as It Is known 
technically to the prhiting ink indus- 
try. 
Varnish, glycerine and a vola- 
tile dryer are sometimes added 
to 
meet the various requirements of 
the printing trade, but the basis is, or 
should be, always carbon (lampblack) 
and boiled linseed oil for black print- 
ing ink. 
The lampblack is obtained 
from a resinous material similar to 
the bitumen of the ancientt that left 
the spots or impression on the linen. 


The manner of receiving the ink 
impression as obtained on paper or 
even linen fabric is made up of both 
a mechanical and a chemical union. 
By a chemical union I mean the fact 
that the linseed oil carries a certain 
proportion of the carbon or lamp- 
black into the agent printed upon, 
thus staining the parenchyma of the 
cellulose 
cell. 
By 
a 
mechanical 
union, I mean the excess ink that 
may lodge 
on the 
surface of the 
ap:ent printed upon by virtue of its 
adhesiveness. 


In the Egyptian mummy wrappings 
to which I have already referred the 
bitumen stain or chemic union has 
remained unto this day, as would the 
stain or impression of printing ink 
so received, beyond all doubt. 
As a 
further proof of this statement and 
the 
unchanging 
color 
of carbon 
(lampblack) note should be taken of 
the color of coal, almpst pure car- 
bon, which for ages has retained Its 
color, 


Lehner has called attention to the 
lasting properties of linen fabrics as 
used by the ancients, and urges a 
better quality of printing paper con- 
taining a larger proportion of linen 
fibre. 
The objection to paper, wheth- 
er it is composed of cotton, linen or 
wood fibres, as concerns printed re- 
cords for a long period of time might 
be thus summarized: 


The fact that all paper Is com- 
posed of very short fibres held to- 
gether by a glue or size and 
the 
initial pressure given by the heated 
cylinders on the paper-making ma- 
chine may be urged. 
Certain kinds 
of blotting paper may be mentioned 
as an unsized or glueless paper, the 
fibres being held together by press- 
ure only. 
The best grade of book 
paper may be cited as an engine- 
sized or glued paper. 
Long periods 
of time or exposure to dampness may 
disintegrate 
the size or 
glue that 
holds or binds the fibres together. 
If you are sufliciently Interested, wet 
a piece of paper and note how easily 
the printed sheet drops to pieces. 


The bleaching process to which the 
paper stock is subjected would seem 
to form a very important feature in 
connection with the lasting proper- 
ties of paper also. 
Chlorine 
and 
bleaching powders are used 
exten- 
sively for this purpose, and the diffi- 
culty seems to be that when the ele- 
ments are removed which go to make 
up the various colorings, both natu- 
ral and artificial, of the paper stock 
before being bleached, t i e chlorine 
probably combines chemically in the 
form of a chloride or a hypochlorous 
oxide Indirectly, from the fact that 
the chlorine will unite with nearly all 
elements directly save oxygen and a 
few others. 
Very likely for this rea- 
son it later exists as a weak acid in 
the paper stock, probably as hypo- 
chlorous, wiien the finished paper is 
acted vpon by tho moisture of the 
atmosphere. It is known that hypo- 
chlorons oxide will unite with water 
to form hypochlorous acid. 
It Is 


therefore a dîiïlcult matter to neutra- 
lize the bleached paper stock because 
of this chemical combination. 


The effect of tho process just de- 
scribed Is noticed when the average 
book printing paper is exposed to 
the air, even under cover, for any 
length of time. 
Note, if you are In- 
terested, the light yellow tinge that 
makes Its appearance, followed In 
due course of time by a dark yellow- 
ish green hue. 
This condition is fol- 
lowed later by an increasing brittle- 
ness to such an extent that one hesi- 
tates, in some instances, to turn a 
leaf down for fear of cracking the 
sheet. 
The yellow tinge is not noted 
so early In papers whose surfaces 
are sized, because the film of the size 
very likely protects the hypochlorous 
oxide from the air. 
Sooner or later 
it makes its appearance as a slight 
discoloration. 
This chemical action, 
as the resist of bleaching, must neces- 
sarily go on until the sheet is disin- 
tegrated. 
Although we have no posi- 
tive proof of this latter statement, 
yet it is known that the slow con- 
tinuous cheniic action, once In mo- 
tion, must continue as long as there 
is material left upon which to per- 
form its work. 


The first paper makers used the 
sun to bleach their paper stock, and 
while they were never enabled by this 
'method to obtain the extreme white- 
ness obtained by the use of chlorine 
by modern paper makers, yet their 
product does not show the chemic 
action just described and the bleach- 
ing appears to have been accom- 
plished In a perfectly natural and 
harmless manner. 


In linen fabrics of a very fine mesh 
and texture and of an unbleached va- 
riety, the objections raised against 
the paper. It would appear, are easily 
overcome. 
The fact that one can be 
always sure of the absolute purity 
of the linen so used as compared 
with the uncertainty of even linen 
paper and its composition, is very 
important. 
The printing impression 
so received upon the fabric is beauti- 
fully clean cut, and stands out as 
distinctly as, if not more so than on 
paper. 
Even half-tone cuts can be 
printed on linen. 


There is also the added fact Lhat 
the fibres of linen are very long, and 
as such are twisted into threads and 
these threads woven in such a manner 
that each succeeding thread locks the 
other in place In a mechanical man- 
ner, as In the ancient Egyptian wrap- 
pings which have defied time itself, 
even when exposed to the elements 
and the careless usages of ages. 


The further fact that the linen 
may be used in its unbleached state 
unacted upon by chemicals used for 
bleaching purposes, and the very Im- 
portant feature that the printing ink 
Impression cannot be removed from 
the fabric, which is possible with 
comparative ease when parchment is 
used as the substance printed upon, 
are two excellent reasons why linen 
should be used for documents which 
are intended to be permanent. 


It has been proposed, and the mat- 
ter is now before the Joint Commit- 
tee on 
Printing 
of 
Congress 
for 
action, to print upon 
linen sheets 
precisely the 
same as 
a sheet of 
paper, at the expiration of the regu- 
lar paper edition, two copies of the 
more important government publica- 
tions. 
It is further proposed to en- 
case each volume so printed in a bath 
of paraffin wax and thus to seal the 
volume hermetically from extraneous 
or atmospheric Influences, 


Taking the year of 1907 as a basis 
It will cost, approximately, to print 
two linen copies of the revised edi- 
tion of the Congressional 
Record, 
constituting some 5000 pages, not 
over |65 for the fabric so utilized. 
No change in existing printing ma- 
chinery Is necessary and it Is but the 
work of a few moments to produce 
the printed linen sheets.—Scientific 
American.

HARD TIMES, THESE, 


IN LIGHT LITERATURE 


The 
Publishers 
Art 
Not 
Buying 
Bright Thoughts 
Except 
When 
Under C ontract-- But the Sky Is 
Clearing* - Principally Because the 
Magazine Stock of Refrigerated 
Literature is Running L ow --S om e 
Experiences« 


All winter it has been hard times 
for literary lights. 
There has been 
absolutely “nothing doing” with the 
magazines 
for 
most writers; 
the 
monthlies were living on “refriger­ 
ated stuff” and buying nothing. Last 
week, however, brought out the fact 
that the magazine with the reputation 
for paying the highest rates in this 
country has not only been relying on 
its accumulated store of literature for 
its weekly issues, but has even been 
trying to sell off some of its accumu­ 
lated verse at bargain rates. 
This 
letter was received by the editor of 
one of the few magazines which has 
been buying throughout the winter: 


"My d e a r------ : 
As your probably 


know from your own experience, we 
editors accumulate a great deal of 
material, which after *a while we find 
to be unsuitable for our use. In look­ 
ing over our accumulated material I 
find a good deal of verse. Some years 
ago we used much, but latterly have 
found it impossible to give up much 
space to rhyme. 
For this reason I 
am sending you proofs of some of the 
things we now have on hand, thinking 
that you may be interested, and that 
perhaps you might care to buy some 
of it.” 


After this little preamble came the 
prices for an absolute slaughter sale 
in literature. 
A verse, bought for 
$75, together with the pictures drawn 
for it by a well known illustrator at 
the cost of $250, was offered at the 
bargain price of $50. There were also 
four sonnets, with their accompany­ 
ing “cuts,” to be gladly disposed of 
at $20 apiece, the magazine having 
purchased 
them at imported rates. 
Slight bits of “vers de societe” would 
be knocked down at the extraordinary 
sacrifice of $2 apiece. 
One stray 
rhyme, “The Expressman,” was even 
to be allowed to disappear for the 
really negligible consideration of $1 
cash. 


A church publication of fair stand­ 
ing has been coming out for some 
months remunerating its writers only 
with four perfectly good, new copies 
of the issue In which their work ap­ 
peared. 


As a result of this slightly Bo­ 
hemian state of affairs, one magazine 
writer who usually has enough orders 
ahead to keep her busy, has tem­ 
porarily left the fields of literature 
for the more certain gleanings of 
school teaching. 
Beginning with De­ 
cember, her name appeared on the 
payrolls of the Board of Education as 
a substitute teacher in the high 
schools, which place brings her in 
some $73 monthly. 


“It isn’t the grandest salary in the 
world,” she told the reporter, “but at 
least it comes in every month, and it 
pays for bread and butter. 
Once in 
a while I receive a check for some one 
of my articles, but that is so uncertain 
in these days that when one appears 
it 
is 
like a sure-enough surprise 
party.” 


Another 
woman 
writer, 
w'hose 
name frequently heads the tables of 
contents in the popular fiction maga­ 
zines, confesses that last winter she 
had recourse to an old-fashioned 
refuge in time of trouble. 


“1 am not even trying to sell any 
copy, 
I am living on my husband,” 
she said. “I know that the magazines 
aren’t buying anything, and I do not 
intend that any editor shall get Into 
the habit of returning my copy. 
So 
whenever I finish a story I lay it 
gently aside in my bureau drawer. 
Some day when this cruel wav Is over 
I’ll attempt to market my stuff again, 
but not now.” 


According to the editors, the only 
Btory they will buy is a bit of first- 
class humor. If it is funny enough to 
make them forget their ,pwn troubles 
they are willing to purchase that tale. 
One wielder of tho blue pencil says 
he will also buy a “crackerjack love 


weekly and one “funny” paper of the 
Jegion published In New York, have 
received no orders from the financial 
department to "go slow” on purchas­ 
ing. 


One monthly, in need of a serial 
novel, took this unusual method of 
getting one for almost nothing. Two 
years ago the publication had sub­ 
mitted to it a story which was not 
“quite up to our standard,” as they 
wrote tho author. 
She was asked, 
however, to call and talk over her 
future work. The author called. She 
turned out to be a girl of about twen- 
ty-two, then a junior in college, The 
girl is now a senior. 
A month ago 
she unexjjectedly received a letter 
from the publishing firm asking if 
that novel had been disposed of. 
It 
had not, and the young author finally 
dug it out from beneath the pile of 
tennis shoes, racquets and discarded 
note books in her closet, and again 
submitted her first novel to the edi­ 
tors. They were not quite so partic­ 
ular about ♦‘our standard” this time. 
The matter was ax'ranged. The mag­ 
azine got the serial story, and the girl 
is getting glory, but not so much in 
the way of worldly reward as she 
would have received a year ago. 


On the whofO the men are faring 
Htter than the women. Most of thein^ 


with reputations work under contract, 
and jisually written contracts at that, 
Robert W. Chambers and “O. Henry” 
are really clever business men when 
it comes to the matter of a contract. 
But tho man who is probably making 
the most out of the magazines this 
season is an ex-Washington corre­ 
spondent of a New York newspaper, 
who gave up his post in Washington 
to devote himself to magazine work. 
The paper offered him an increase of 
salary as an inducement to keep at his 
usual work. 
The correspondent de­ 
clined, displaying contracts with four 
magazines, amounting in all to more 
than $20,000, and the contracts are 
so drawn that the publishers must, 
good times or bad, stand by them. 


To one owner of a successful wom­ 
an’s paper was offered a certain per­ 
iodical as a gift if he would pull it 
through 
this 
season. 
The owner, 
however, declined to take the risk, 
saying that he had his pile carefully 
saved up and had no intention of tak­ 
ing such big chances with the money 
he had set aside for a comfortable 
and unworried old age. With that the 
owner embarked himself and his fam­ 
ily for Egypt, to stay abroad until the 
trouble was over, lest he be tempted 
to reconsider his declination. 


One of the cheaper monthlies has 
taken advantage of this distress to 
get hold of some excellent stories. 
Whenever the editors receive a manu­ 
script from a well known author they 
realize that he had probably sent it 
to all the larger houses first, but It 
had not been accepted for lack of 
funds. On receiving such a story the 
editor of the cheap paper immediately 
writes to the author accepting the 
story, but offering about one-fourth 
of what would be the regular market 
price, and only half os much as even 
the cheap magazine was used to pay­ 
ing, but stating that “a check will be 
sent immediately on receipt of your 
letter of acceptance.” In almost every 
case the author has been taken by the 
‘chance for real money on the spot, 
and has let his work go at far below 
his regulation rates. As a result, the 
cheap monthly has been getting ex­ 
cellent fiction this winter at very rea­ 
sonable rates. 


Still, the clouds are clearing from 
the literary sky. 
A magazine which 
has actually not bought a single story 
since last October has recovered all of 
its pre-panic advertising, with the ex­ 
ception of six pages. 
Also, although 
this is not told abroad, there is not 
enough refrigerated stuff left to keep 
the publication going later than the 
October issue. 
If others are in like 
plight, the authors who have been 
having “slim pickings” this winter 
will then have their innings.—New 
York Times. 


A WORLD WIDE SCOURGE. 


Warning Called Out by Rapid Spread 


of Plague. 


Surgeon General Wyman, in the 
public health reports, has issued a 
warning to the w'orld on the preva­ 
lence of the plague. 
The spread of 
the terrible disease since it first made 
4its appearance in 189 4 in China has 
been appalling. 
In IS96 it appeared 
in India, Japan, Asiatic Turkey and 
Russia. In 1S9S Africa was invaded, 
and in the following year it swept 
over the border lines of Europe and 
claimed its thousands of victims in 
Austria and Portugal. 
By the year 
1907 it had made its ghastly appear­ 
ance in almost every civilized coun­ 
try, even the United States being in­ 
vaded on the Pacific Coast. 
To give 
an idea of the horrible ravages of the 
disease, the reports from India on 
the first 
year 
of its 
appearance 
showed 3000 deaths; in 1907 there 
were 1,400,000 cases reported, with 
1,200,000 deaths. In 1894 there was 
only one country infected; in 1907 
there were fifty-one countries. 


Dr. Wyman in his article urges the 
most vigorous international warfare 
against the scourge. 
Rats and the 
fieas that they carry are believed to 
be the most common means of the 
plague’s spread, and he therefore ad­ 
vocates a campaign of extermination 
against the rodents. Coal oil has been 
found to be a most valuable aid in 
preventing the spread of the plague, 
for fleas cannot live where it is used 
freely, 
Tho scientific investigators 
employed by the British Government 
found that the coolie* employes of the 
oil works in Bombay and Calcutta 
were singularly immune from the 
plague, although they lived in settle­ 
ments where thousands of others 
were dropping dead almost dally. Dr, 
Wyman recommends that the author­ 
ities of all seaports compel the un­ 
loading of vessels from plague ports 
by lighter, and advises until they 
have been unloaded and freed 
of 
rats all such ships shall be kept at 
least a quarter of a mile from shore, 
so that the rats on board will not be 
able to swim to land,—New York 
Tribune. 


London in Clouds. 


Every great city Impresses itself 
upon the atmosphere, and has a kind 
of aerial double. Smoke, dust, rising 
heat currents and many other things 
give a particular character to the air 
over a town like Paris, London or 
New 
York, 
which 
even 
passing 
storms cannot altogether obliterate 
or drive away. 
The British capital 
is especially famous for its effects 
upon the atmosphere. 
When one of 
its great fogs is in full swim the vast 
city ds lost to sight for its inhabitants, 
but viewed from the upper air, it 
would then present the appearance of 
a metropolis of vapors. 
Some idea 
of this spectacle may be obtained 
from a photograph taken over Lon­ 
don from a balloon by the late J. M. 
Bacon, the aeronaut. 
Knowing what 
lies beneath it, that cloud becomes 
for the thoughtful onlooker a symbol 
of congregated activities. 


Perhaps nothing can be more inter­ 
esting in a way, to the general his­ 
torian, scientific and 
literary man 
than the certain knowledge of the 
fact that his writings and printed 
records on all subjects, inclusive of 
i even photographic reproductions in 
the form of “half-tones,” may be 
handed down to those who will come 
after us thousands of years hence. 
In the course of a study of various 
materials suitable for the permanent 
preservation 
of 
valuable 
literary 
works, I investigated, among other 
fabrics, the linen wrappings used 
by the ancient Egyptians to incase 
the bodies of their dead. A specimen 
of such linen was obtained from the 
Metropolitan Museum of Arts, New 
York City, by the writer, and the 
age of the fabric is certified by the 
curator of Egyptian antiquities of the 
museum. 
Of interest possibly to the 
historian and Bible reader as well as 
those who reverence and love the 
work of the ancients, Is the fact that 
the wrappings in question were taken 
from tho body of King Merenptah, 
whom the Bible mentions as being 
the Pharaoh who ordered the exodus 
of the Jews from Egypt. 
The age 
belongs to the Nineteenth Dynasty, 
which would approximate the age of 
3400 years, a tremendous space of 
time when one stops to consider the 
matter. 


The writer, while obtaining the 
fabrics and looking over the various 
specimens submitted to him, was very 
fortunate to obtain by mere accident 
a piece containing pitch or bitumen 
spots, with which latter agent the 
Egyptians affixed the body to the 
inner coffin and which procedure is 
described by Pliny and Herodotus. 
The spots appealed rather strongly to 
the writer from the fact that they 
would seem to constitute conclusive 
proof of the lasting and non-fading 
properties of printing ink as manu­ 
factured and used to-day the world 
over. 


The basis of all black printing ink 
is lampblack 
or 
carbon 
(soot) to 
which Is added and blended boiled 
linseed oil, to serve as a vehicle, the 
oil being "thoroughly mixed with the 
lampblack, or “milled*.” as it is known 
technically to the printing ink indus­ 
try. 
Varnish, glycerine and a vola­ 
tile dryer are sometimes added to 
meet the various requirements of 
the printing trade, but the basis is, or 
should be, always carbon (lampblack) 
and boiled linseed oil for black print­ 
ing ink. 
The lampblack is obtained 
from a resinous material similar to 
the bitumen of the ancients that left 
the spots or impression on the linen. 


The manner of receiving the ink 
impression as obtained on paper or 
even linen fabric is made up of both 
a mechanical and a chemical union. 
By a chemical union I mean the fact 
that the linseed oil carries a certain 
proportion of the carbon or lamp­ 
black into the agent printed upon,, 
thus staining the parenchyma of the 
cellulose 
cell. 
By 
a 
mechanical 
union, I mean the excess ink that 
may lodge 
on the 
surface of the 
agent printed upon by virtue of its 
adhesiveness. 


In the Egyptian mummy wrappings 
to which I have already referred the 
bitumen stain or chemic union has 
remained unto this day, as would the 
stain or impression of printing ink 
so received, beyond all doubt. 
As a 
further proof of this statement and 
the 
unchanging 
color 
of carbon 
(lampblack) note should be taken of 
the color of coal, almpst pure car­ 
bon, which for ages has retained its 
color. 


Lehner has called attention to the 
lasting properties of linen fabrics as 
used by the ancients, and urges a 
better quality of printing paper con­ 
taining a larger proportion of linen 
fibre. The objection to paper, wheth­ 
er it is composed of cotton, linen or 
wood fibres, as concerns printed re­ 
cords for a long period of time might 
be thus summarized: 


The fact that all paper is com­ 
posed of very short fibres held to­ 
gether by a glue or size and the 
initial pressure given by the heated 
cylinders on the paper-making ma­ 
chine may be urged. 
Certain kinds 
of blotting paper may be mentioned 
as an unsized or glueless paper, the 
fibres being held together by press­ 
ure only. 
The best grade of book 
paper may be cited as an engine­ 
sized or glued paper, 
Long periods 
of time or exposure to dampness may 
disintegrate 
the size or 
glue that 
holds or binds the fibres together. 
If you are sufficiently interested, wet 
a piece of paper and note how easily 
the printed sheet drops to pieces. 


The bleaching process to which the 
paper stock is subjected would seem 
to form a very important feature in 
connection with the lasting proper­ 
ties of paper also. 
Chlorine and 
bleaching powders are used exten­ 
sively for this purpose, and the diffi­ 
culty seems to be that when the ele­ 
ments are removed which go to make 
up the various colorings, both natu­ 
ral and artificial, of the paper stock 
before being bleached, the chlorine 
probably combines chemically in the 
form of a chloride or a hypochlorous 
oxide indirectly, from the fact that 
the chlorine will unite with nearly all 
elements directly save oxygen and a 
few others. Very likely for this rea­ 
son it later exists as a weak acid in 
the paper stock, probably as hypo- 
chlorous, when the finished paper is 
acted ypon by the moisture of the 
atmosphere. It is known that hypo- 
chlorous oxide will unite with water 
to form hypochlorous acid. 
It is 


therefore a difficult matter to neutra­ 
lize the bleached paper stock because 
of this chemical combination. 


The effect of the process just de­ 
scribed is noticed when the average 
book printing paper is exposed to 
the air, even under cover, for any 
length of time. 
Note, if you are in­ 
terested, the light yellow tinge that 
makes its appearance, followed in 
due course of time by a dark yellow­ 
ish green hue. 
This condition is fol­ 
lowed later by an increasing brittle­ 
ness to such an extent that one hesi­ 
tates, in some instances, to turn a 
leaf down for fear of cracking the 
sheet. The yellow tinge is not noted 
so early in papers whose surfaces 
are sized, because the film of the size 
very likely protects the hypochlorous 
oxide from the air. 
Sooner or later 
it makes its appearance as a slight 
discoloration. 
This chemical action, 
as the resylt of bleaching, must neces­ 
sarily go on until the sheet is disin­ 
tegrated. Although we have no posi­ 
tive proof of this latter statement, 
yet it is known that the slow con­ 
tinuous chemic action, once in mo­ 
tion, must continue as long as there 
is material left upon which to per­ 
form its work. 


The first paper makers used the 
sun to bleach their paper stock, and 
while they were never enabled by this 
’method to obtain the extreme white­ 
ness obtained by the use of chlorine 
by modern paper makers, yet their 
product does not show the chemic 
action just described and the bleach­ 
ing appears to have been accom­ 
plished in a perfectly natural and 
harmless manner. 


In linen fabrics of a very fine mesh 
and texture and of an unbleached va­ 
riety, the objections raised against 
the paper, it would appear, are easily 
overcome. 
The fact that one can be 
always sure of the absolute purity 
of the linen so used as compared 
with the uncertainty of even linen 
paper and its composition, is very 
important. 
The printing impression 
so received upon the fabric is beauti­ 
fully clean cut, and stands out as 
distinctly as, if not more so than on 
paper. 
Even half-tone cuts can be 
printed on linen. 


There is also the added fact Lhat 
the fibres of linen are very long, and 
as such are twisted into threads and 
these threads woven in such a manner 
that each succeeding thread locks the 
other in place in a mechanical man­ 
ner, as In the ancient Egyptian wrap­ 
pings which have defied time itself, 
even when exposed to the elements 
and the careless usages of ages. 


The further fact that the linen 
may be used in its unbleached state 
unacted upon by chemicals used for 
bleaching purposes, and the very im­ 
portant feature that the printing Ink 
impression cannot be removed from 
the fabric, which is possible with 
comparative ease when parchment is 
used as the substance printed upon, 
are two excellent reasons why linen 
should be used for documents which 
are intended to be permanent. 


It has been proposed, and the mat­ 
ter is now before the Joint Commit­ 
tee on 
Printing of 
Congress 
for 
action, to print upon 
linen sheets 
precisely the 
same as 
a sheet of 
paper, at the expiration of the regu­ 
lar paper edition, two copies of the 
more important government publica­ 
tions. 
It is further proposed to en­ 
case each volume so printed in a bath 
of paraffin wax and thus to seal the 
volume hermetically from extraneous 
or atmospheric influences. 


Taking the year of 1907 as a basis 
it will cost, approximately, to print 
two linen copies of the revised edi­ 
tion of the Congressional Record, 
constituting some 5000 pages, not 
over $65 for the fabric so utilized. 
No change in existing printing ma­ 
chinery is necessary and it is but the 
work of a few moments to produce 
the printed linen sheets.— Scientific 
American.

jT may interest your readers to kno\r of a. never failing method of 


calling to mind the names of places and of persons perhaps long 
forgotten and yet that at one time seemed to be indelibly printed 
on the tablets of memory. 


Like many others, no doubt, I have on occasions too numer- 


ous to mention been "stumped" to recall for the moment hereto- 
fore well known names of places, persons and things in general, 


4>nt I am glad to say that by adopting the very simple method which I prac- 
tise when my- memory fails me I invariably get Instant relief and seem to ba 
lifted out of the quagmire and mist of forgetfulness. This is my method; 


Suppose, for instance, that you wish to recall the name of a person named 


"Ross." Simply concentrate your mind on the individual and go down eaell 
•letter of the alphabet, beginning w-ith "a," then "b" and so on, using the 
vowels in conjunction, a, e, i, o, u. For instance, say "a." to yourself five times, 
•bringing in a, e, i, o, u. FSrst aa then ae, ai, ao, au. 
If there is noth- 


ing 3n the sound suggested by repeating the above several times and there is 
certainly nothing to suggest "Ross," pass on to "b" and say .ba, be, bi, bo, bu. 
When "r" is reached — providing you are concentrating your mind on the per- 
son you -wish to recall — it will be a simple matter to recall the name. When 
the fourth vowel is reachd the sound of the letters "ro" would suggest Rowe, 
Rowland, Roach and lastly if not firstly Ross. 


I am aware that the fire vowels used in junction with the twenty-sis; let- 
ters of the alphabet will not suggest all names and words like "chair," for in- 
stance, for one, but Uiey will fill the bill in many cases when memory is lack- 
ing. As a last resort one can go down the alphabet beginning with" "a," and 
say aa, ab, ac, and so on, then ba, bb. be, etc. When "c" Is reached the word 
"chair" will come to ns when we try to pronounce "ch."

No sensible person believes that 
drugs do not affect the »brain, and 
yet this doctrine seems to lit in with 
so many facts that some clear demon- 
strations of its fallacy is much need- 
eAl. It is the physician who should 
•be asked what he has to say on the 
subject, berauso naturally he is the 
one best qualified to know whatever 
is known about both drugs and brain. 


."Moreover, lately he has made great 
discoveries about the relations of the 
brain to the mind by observations, 
which he alone could make, of the 
effects of local injuries to brain mat- 
ter caused by disease or »by accident. 


But how different the facts about 
these two subjects are from what 
most people imagine, he shows by 
saying that drugs no more aliect the 
ibrain than insanity does—that is, not 
at all!—except alcohol, which does 
Injure the brain, though not at all 
on account of its mental effects, but 
for the \ci*y different reason that al- 
cohol has a chemical afiSnity for the 
albumen and fats of the tissues. 


By this chemical action it slowly 
alters and damages brain tissue, but 
this result in no wise differs from 
similar alterations produced by al- 
cohol in the tissues of the liver and 
of the kidneys. 


Tobacco is a powerful poison, and 
yet no autopsies can show the least 
.difference between the brain of a life- 
long smoker and that of one who 
never lit a cigar. 
Likewise the bra.in 
of an opium fiend is indistinguishable 
from any other brain, and so on for 
the rest.—^Everybody's 
ilagazlne.

(Mrs. Rorer and my mother until I could cook everything in the usual family 
menu, and as soon as I learned how I lovod to do it. And I never have since 
then heard a woman decry cooking who was herself a good cook. Watch that 
point, and see If it is not so. 


Anything a woman can do well, she enjoys doia.ti. And it is becaii»ie I 
believe that firmly that I advocate teaching young girls to cook well. If ¿he 
goes iinto a kitchen mistre&s of her work, she will love it and talce her pleasure 
in life in producing good things to eat. If she enters upon hougje/hold duties 
not understanding her work, fearing failures, spoiling good raw material, fret- 
ful, uninterested, she will find It a great hardship, and will flee from it into 
some -shop, tell every girl not to do housework and help to spread the panic.

T may Interest your readers to know of a never failing method of 
calling to mind the names of places and of persons perhaps long 
forgotten and yet that at one time seemed to be Indelibly printed 
on the tablets of memory. 


Like many others, no doubt, I have on occasions too numer- 
ous to mention been "stumped" to recall for the moment hereto- 
fore well known names of places, persons and things in general, 
ibut I am glad to say that by adopting the very simple method which I pracv 
tl«e when my memory falls me I invariably get instant relief and seem to be 
lifted out of the quagmire and mist of forgetfulness.

Suppose, for instance, that you wish to recall the name of a person named 
'Tloss." 
Slmiply concentrate ybur mind on the individual and go down each 
letter of the alphabet, beginning with "a," then "b" and so on, using tho 
vowels In conjunction, a, e, 1, o, u. For Instance, say "a" to yourself five times, 
¡bringing In a, c, 1, o, u. 
First aa then 
ae, ai, ao, au. 
If there ds noth- 
ing iln the sound suggested by repeating the above several times and there la 
certainly nothing to suggest "Ross," pass on to "b" and say «ba, be, bi, bo, bu. 
When "r" Is reached—providing you are concentrating your mind on the per- 
son you wish to recall—it will be a simple matter to recall the name. 
When 
the fourth vowel Is reachd the sound of the letters "ro" would suggest Rowe, 
Rowland, Roach and lastly If not "fli-stly Ross. 


I am aware that the Ave vowels used In junction with the twenty-six let- 
ters of the alphabet will not miggest all names ami words like "chair," for In- 
stance, for one, but tSiey will fill the bill 5n many cases when memory Is lack- 
ing. Aa a last resort one can go down the alphabet beginning with "a," and 
say aa, ab, ac. and so on, then ba, bb, be, etc. 
When "c" Is reached the word 
"chair" wjll come to us when we try to pronounce "ch,"

THE BRAIN AND DRUGS.

Illusions 
Concerning 
th® 
Actual Facts Dispelled. 


No sensible person believes that 
drugs do not affect the brain, and 
yet this doctrine seems to lit in with 
so many facts that some clear demon­ 
strations of its fallacy is much need- 
€¿1. 
It is the physician who should 
«be asked what he has to say on the 
subject, becauso naturally he is tho 
one best qualified to know whatever 
is known about both drugs and brain. 


•Moreover, lately he has made great 
discoveries about the relations of tho 
brain to the mind by observations, 
which he alone could make, of the 
effects of local injuries to brain mat­ 
ter caused by disease or »by accident. 


But how different the facts about 
these two subjects are from what 
most people imagine, he shows by 
saying that drugs no more affect the 
brain than insanity does—that is, not 
at all!—except alcohol, which does 
injure the brain, though not at all 
on account of its mental effects, but 
for the vc 
different reason that al­ 
cohol has a chemical affinity for the 
albumen and fats of the tissues. 


By this chemical action it slowly 
alters and damages brain tissue, but 
this result in no wise differs from 
similar alterations produced by al­ 
cohol in the tissues of the liver and 
of the kidneys. 


Tobacco is a powerful poison, and 
yet no autopsies can show the least 
.difference between the brain of a life­ 
long smoker and that of one who 
never lit a cigar. Likewise the brain 
of an opium fiend is indistinguishable 
from any other brain, and so on for 
the rest.—'Everybody’s Magazine.

Cooking' a Pleasure, drudgery, 


Once the Art Is Acquired

\M a strong advocate of schools to teach cooking, and in my pro­ 
fessional life I advise every woman who comes to me for advice 
as to her future to learn to do the tilings which make for proper 
housekeeping and home-making. As long as the race, exists, men 
will have to eat, and some one will have to do the cooking. 
Women sihould study the art of cooking and should do cooking 
ralher than any other one thing that they are doing in any line 
whatever. I believe that if women could learn to cook well at proper schools 
so that they know how and why they do the various things in preparing a 
meal, the doing of it would be a pleasure and not a drudgery. 


One of miy father’s pet atories is -how one day he came into our home for 
lunch, and found me, sitting in the kitchen with a cookbook on my lap, cry­ 
ing great tears into the pages while I tried to find out what to get him for 
lunch. 
He thinks it is a good story, but I know the trouble was that I was 
attempting to do a thing I did not understand, and was declaring that I never 
could and never would cook. After we finished that meal of bread and milk, 
I went at it with a will and learned to cook properly, and stuck at it under 
(Mrs. Rorer and my mother until I could cook everything «in the usual family 
menu, and as soon as I learned how I loved to do it. And I never have since 
then heard a woman decry cooking who was herself a good cook. Watch that 
point, and see if it is not so. 


Anything a woman can do well, she enjoys doing. And it is 'because I 
believe that firmly that I advocate teaching young girls to cook well. 
If she 
goes into a kitchen mistress of her work, she will love it and take her pleasure 
in life in producing good things to eait. If she enters upon household dutie3 
* not understanding her work, fearing failures, spoiling good raw material, fret­ 
ful, uninterested, she will find it a great hardship, and will flee from it into 
some -shop, tell every girl not to do housework and help to spread the panic. 


Housework done intelligently is not drudgery. 
Cooking done well is as 
great a pleasure =as painting a picture. 
Serving a good meal cooked by your* 
sehf is as great an achievement as arguing a case well in court. And the wo* 
man who can do so, and lets her servants have the benefit of her knowledge, 
has no trouble with her servants. 


•So I suggest that every woman who does not herself know all about th ^ 
great art of cookery should learn it, make it fashionable to know how, and 
soon you will find some one quite inadvertently, you know, forget to take off 
her apron when you make an afternoon call.

T may interest your readers to know of a never failing method of 
calling to mind the names of places and of persons perhaps long 
forgotten and yet that at one time seemed to be indelibly printed 
on the tablets of .memory. 


Like many others, no doubt, I have on occasions too numer­ 
ous to mention been “stumped" to recall for the moment hereto­ 
fore well known names of places, persons and things in general, 
but I am glad to say that by adopting the very simple method which I prac­ 
tise when my* memory fails me I invariably get instant relief and seem to ba 
lifted out of the quagmire and mist of forgetfulness. This is my method: 


Suppose, for instance, that you wish to recall the name of a person named 
“Ross" 
Simiply concentrate y’our mind on the individual and go down each 
letter of the alphabet, beginning with “a," then 4lb" and so on, using tho 
vowels in conjunction, a, e, i, o, u. For instance, say “a” to yourself five times, 
bringing in a, e, i, o, u. 
First aa then ae, ai, ao, au. 
If there is noth­ 
ing An the sound suggested by repeating the above several times and there is 
certainly nothing to suggest “Ross/' pass on to "b" and say ba, be, bl, bo, bu. 
When “r" is reached—providing you are concentrating your mind on the per­ 
son you wish to recall—it will be a simple matter to recall the name. When 
the fourth vowel is reachd the sound of the letters "ro" would suggest Rowe, 
Rowland, Roach and lastly if not firstly Ross. 


I am aware that the five vowels used in junction with the twenty-six let* 
ters of the alphabet will not suggest all names ami words like “chair/' for in­ 
stance, for one, but tkey will fill the bill In many cases when memory is lack­ 
ing. As a last resort one can go down the alphabet beginning with “a.” and 
say aa, ab, ac, and so on, then ba, bb, be, etc. When "c” is -reached the word 
“chair” will come to us when we try to pronounce “ch.”

A vinodiko weed known as the dodder 
weed is being found on many of the farms 
in the upper end of the county. Tho weed 
twines along on the ground in every di­ 
rection from tho root for a distance of 
sometimes a dozen feet, sending out 
branches or tendrils that follow up the 
Btalks of grain or grass, causing tho same 
to become a tangled mass when cut and 
gathered together. 
In this condition the

TO PRESERVE PLAXTS. 


Better Ways Than the Old One of 


Pressing in Books. 


Methods used to dry or preserve 


fiowers or entire plants, without 
pressing them or otherwise altering 
their shape, are described as follows 
by La Xature in its department en- 
titled "Receipts and useful pro- 
cesses:" "For some time there has 
been a demand for a recipe for mak- 
ing what are called in commerce 
'sterilized Sowers.' 
The answer Is 


not simple, because the several firms 
that are engaged in their prepara- 
tion keep secret the processes that 
they use. * * * As far as It la 
possible to get together data on this 
subject It is probable that some mak- 
ers spray the plants or flowers with 
a thin layer of India rubber dis- 
solved in benzine, while others dip 
them in a bath whose base Is glycer- 
in, but the exact 
composition of 


which Is still unknown. Our readers 
may perhaps like to experiment, at 
least with the benzine; bat this 
should be done outdoors and by day- 
light, since the vapor of benzine Is 
Tery explosive. 


"Tn any case there Is also quite a 


different process, which retains ths 
form and colors of the plants. First 
a quantity of sand is carefully wash- 
ed to remove foreign substances, and 
then completely dried, after which it 
•is passed through a fine sieve. At 
the bottom of an earthenware rase 
a layer of this sand is placed, and 
the flower is laid upon it. with its 
leaves and the part of the stem to be 
preserved. More sand is poured in, 
little by little, taking care the while 
to arrange the petals and leaves so 
that they will be naturally disposed 
in this -sandy coffin. 
This is contin- 


ued until the sand is about three 
centimetres (1.2 inches) above the 
flower. Then the whole is placed In 
an oven heated to about forty-five de- 
grees centigrade (113 degrees Fah- 
renheit) and is allowed to remain 
there at least a day—two days if the 
plant is somewhat fleshy. After de- 
siccation, many, precautions must be 
taken to remove the plant without 
breaking it, which may be done by 
allowing .the san* to run cut quiet- "* 
Itf."—Literary Digest.

TO PRESERVE PLANTS. 


Better Ways Thau the Old One o£ 
Pressing in Books. 


Methods used to dry or preserve 
flowers 
or 
entire 
plants, 
without 
pressing them or otherwise altering 
their shape, are described as follows 
by Lra Nature in its department en- 
titled 
"Receipts 
and 
useful 
pro- 
cesses:" 
"For some time there has 
been a demand for a recipe for mak- 
ing what 
are 
called 
in 
commerce 
'sterilized 
flowers.' 
The answer is 
not simple, because the several firms 
that are engaged in their prepara- 
tion keep secret the processes 
that 
they use. 
• 
• 
• 
As far as It is 
possible tp ^et together data on this 
subject it is probable that some mak- 
ers spray the plants or flowers with 
a thin Ijyer of India rubber 
dis- 
solved In benzine, while others dip 
them In a bath whose base is glycer- 
in, but the 
exact 
composition 
of 
which is still unknoAvn. 
Our readers 
may perhaps like to experiment, at 
least with the 
benzine; 
but 
this 
should be done outdoors and by day- 
light, since the vapor of benzine is 
Tcry explosive, 


"In any case there is also quite a 
different process, which retains 
the 
form and colors of the plants. 
First 
a quantity of pand is ^^arefully wash- 
ed to remove foreign substances, and 
then completely dried, after which it 
is passed through a fine sieve. 
At 
the bottom of an earthenware vase 
a layer of this sand is placed, and 
the flower Is laid upon it, with its 
leaves and the part of the stem to be 
preserved. 
More sand is poured in, 
little by little, taking care the while 
to arrange the petals and leaves so 
that they will be natui-ally disposed 
in this «andy coffin. 
This is continr 
ued until the sand is about three 
centimetres (1.2 inches) above 
the 
flower. 
Then the whole Is placed in 
an oven heated to about forty-five de- 
grees centigrade (113 degrees Fah- 
renheit) and is allowed 
to remain 
there at least a day—two days if the 
plant is somewhat 
fleshy. 
After de- 
siccation, many precautions must be 
taken to remove the plant without 
breaking it, which may be done by 
allowing .the

have to confsss that I hava my doubts 
as to the purity of Trilby's hypnotic 
singing, and I have more than doub:s

TO PR ESER V E PLANTS. 


B etter Ways Than the Old One of 
Pressing in Books. 


Methods used to dry or preserve 
fiowers 
or 
entire 
plants, 
w ithout 
pressing them or otherwise altering 
their shape, are described as follows 
by La N ature in its departm ent en­ 
titled 
“Receipts 
and 
useful 
pro­ 
cesses:“ 
“For some time there has 
been a demand for a recipe for m ak­ 
ing w hat are called in commerce 
‘sterilized flowers/ 
The answer is 
not simple, because the several firms 
th a t are engaged in their prepara­ 
tion keep secret the processes th a t 
they use. 
• 
* 
* 
As far as it is 
possible tp fcet together data on this 
subject it is probable th at some m ak­ 
ers spray the plants or flowers with 
a thin Ijyer of India rubber dis­ 
solved in benzine, while others dip 
them in a bath whose base is glycer­ 
in, but the 
exact 
composition 
of 
which is still unknown. 
Our readers 
may perhaps like to experiment, at 
least with the 
benzine; 
but 
this 
should be done outdoors and by day­ 
light, since the vapor of benzine is 
very explosive. 


“ In any case there is also quite a 
different process, which retains the 
form and colors of the plants. 
F irst 
a quantity of sand is carefully wash­ 
ed to remove foreign substances, and 
then completely dried, after which it 
is passed through a fine sieve. 
At 
the bottom of an earthenw are vase 
a layer of this sand is placed, and 
the flower is laid upon it, with its 
leaves and the part of the stem to be 
preserved. 
More sand is poured in, 
little by little, taking care the while 
to arrange the petals and leaves so 
th at they will be naturally disposed 
in this -sandy coffin. 
This is contin­ 
ued until the sand is about three 
centimetres (1.2 inches) above the 
flower. 
Then the whole is placed in 
an oven heated to about forty-five de­ 
grees centigrade (113 degrees F ah ­ 
renheit) and is allowed 
to remain 
there at least a day-—two days if the 
plant Is somewhat fleshy. 
After de­ 
siccation, many precautions m ust be 
taken to remove the plant without 
breaking it, which may be done by 
allowing .the san i to run out Quiet* q 
ly /'— LUeiary Digest#

A clock with but a single wheel 


is described in Work. It was con- 
structed by a 
Los Angeles clock-

How Toothless Saws Work. 


An explanation of the manner In 
which a soft steel disk revolving at a 
high velocity cuts hard steel has rec- 
ently been sought with the aid of mi- 
croscopic Inspection. 
The result cor 
roborates the view hitherto held that 
the material acted upon is heated at 
the place of contact to the fusing and 
brup^hed away. 


The high temperature appears to 
be confined 
very 
narrowly .to the 
point of conlact, so that a thin gash 
Is cut. 
The temperature of the re- 
volving disk does not rise so high, 
because of the large surface area of 
the disk. 
The part of the disk In 
contact is continually changing, while 
the frictional energy is concentrated 
on a very small area of the material 
subjected to its action.—Youth's Com- 
panion.

Neil» F. Hamen to Seek a Pro- 
teid That 
Wil! Thrive in Cli- 
mate- »Tenfold increase in t h e 
Stocft. 


To Increase the supply of boff and 
thereby lessen its cost to tho Ameri- 
can householder Is one of the princi- 
pal objects underlying the efforts of 
the Department of Agriculture to se- 
cure a proteld that will thrive in tbe 
semi-arid regions of the Northwest. 
Beef and beef products have reached 
the highest prices recorded in twenty 
years, and the dealers say that this is 
due to scarcity of cattle. 


The beef market at present is be- 
ing supplied by corn-fed cattle, which 
always 
bring 
the 
highest 
prices. 
Grass-fed cattle are not as good in 
jquallty as those fed on corn. 
The 
beef secured from the cattle having 
proteld foods included in their fare 
is considered the best, and despite 
the contentions of vegetarians it Is 
generally conceded that the human 
body must receive Its muscle mak- 
in'g food from meat containing pro- 
teld. 


It Is to Increase the supply of this 
kind of beef by Increasing the proteid 
belt in the West that the Department 
of Agriculture has again sent Neils 
F. Hansen, of Brookings. S. D., to 
make a thorough investigation of the 
plant life of Northern Russia and Si- 
beria. 
Professor Hansen Is a pioneer 
worker for the Improvement of the 
plant life of this country and is con- 
sidered as great an authority on the 
plant life of northern regions as is 
Luther Burbank on tropical 
plants 
and fruits. 


Professor Hansen will visit the sec- 
tions of Northern Europe and Asia, 
where climatic conditions are similar 
to those of the semi-arid lands of 
Wyoming. 
Colorado. 
Montana 
and 
the Dakotas. 
In these sections an 
attempt was made to raise alfalfa, 
v/hich has been so successfully culti- 
vated In the more Southern States. 
After some time these effoi'ts ap- 
peared to be successful, and prospect- 
ive settlers soon iilled this new graz- 
ing country, but in the last two years 
the crops have been poor and farmers 
have begun to leave these senjl-arid 
sections, where cattle are fed on grass 
that withstands the cold, 
snowless 
winters and dry, hot summers that 
prevail there. 


If an alfalfa or clover can be found 
•which will withstand these climatic 
conditions a hundred head of cattle 
could be grazed on the land now re- 
quired by ten. 
The cattle raised in 
this section are now sent to Illinois. 
Indiana and other Eastern States to 
be fed on corn before being ready for 
market. 


On his previous expeditions Pro- 
fessor Hansen found fields of alfalfa 
on the steppes of Russia, thriving in 
a climate that corresponds with that 
*of the Western 
lands, which it is 
hoped will be reclaimed through his 
efforts 
He has found that 
these 
fields of alfalfa are hundreds of years 
old. and that the individual plants, 
instead of biennial, live for a genera- 
tion or more. 
One of the most im- 
portant results of the successful in- 
troduction of this northern alfalfa 
would be the fertilization of the soil, 
which would make possible the rais- 
ing of wheat and other crops where 
little of value can now be grown. 


Secretary Wilson first sent Profes- 
sor Hansen on an expedition for the 
Department of Agriculture In 1S97, 
Since then he has made trips trlen- 
nially for the department, and as a 
result of one of these- introduced for 
the first time Into this country the 
Turkestan alfalfa, which forms one 
of the principal crops in the States 
bordering the 100th meridian.

Ttadio-Activity of Conifers. 


Costanzo 
and Negro 
discovered 
some time ago that leaves of plants 
placed in the cylinder of an electro- 
scope used in researches on radio- 
activity gave to the air within the 
apparatus a certain conductivity, or 
in other words, ionized the air. 
They 
then 
undertook a more 
profound 
study 
of 
the 
phenomenon, using 
leaves of Cedrus deodara and Cedrus 
Llhanl. 
Their results are reported 
in the memoirs of the Accademia del 
Nuovi Lincei. 
Wit'a the leaves of 
these species the Ionization of the air 
which is a maximum 
immediately 
after their introduction into the ap- 
paratus, diminishes very rapidly. Dr. 
Russell had already proved that the 
wood and resins of conifers and vari- 
ous other trees have the property of 
affecting 
photogrsiphic 
plates, 
and 
that one could thus obtain, by contact 
In the dark, very fine photographs 
showing the alternate light and dark 
rings and lines produced in the wood 
in spring and autumn. 
Nevertheless 
it is not evident that this effect is at- 
tributable to the radio-activity of the 
wood, for a thin sheet of glass or mica 
interposed between the wood and the 
sensitive plate prevents the action en- 
tirely. 
CpT^nazzi has undertaken a 
study of 
the ionization of 
air by 
resins. 


Hang Up Your Watch, 


The question whether it is better 
to wind a watch at night or in 
the 
morning was discussed at a recent 
meeting of the British Watch 
and 
Clock Makers' Guild, 
The London 
Express took up the subject and ob- 
tained the views of George Russell, 
an expert on timepieces, 
"Given a 
good watch. It does not matter 
in 
the least whether you wind it at night 
or in the morning," he told the re- 
porter. ' "But a watch never keeps 
the same time when the position is 
constantly altered. 
Watches which 
are sent to Kew and v/hich are tested 
in several positions rarely keep the 
same time. 
The moral to be drawn, 
therefore, is keep 
your 
watch 
as 
much as possible in the position in 
which you wear it during the day. 
In other words, hang your watch up 
at night.

How Toothless Saws Work. 


An explanation of the manner in 
which a soft steel disk revolving at a 
) 
high velocity cuts hard steel has rec­ 
ently been sought with the aid of mi­ 
croscopic inspection. 
The result cor 
roborates the view hitherto held that 
the material acted upon is heated at 
the place of contact to the fusing and 
brushed away. 


The high temperature appears to 
be confined 
very 
narrowly *to the 
point of contact, so that a thin gash 
is cut. 
The temperature of the re­ 
volving disk does not rise so high, 
because of the large surface area of 
: 
the disk. 
The part of the disk in 
contact is continually changing, while 
the frictional energy Is concentrated 
on a very small area of the material 
subjected to its action.—Youth’s Com­ 
panion.

Clock With Sinnle Wheel. 


A clock with but a single wheel 
is described in Work, 
It was con­ 
structed by 
a 
IjOs 
Angeles clock- 
maker, and its single wheel is more 
correctly described as a perforated 
disc, whicli is kept under rotary ten­ 
sion by ‘two weights. 
In place of a 
pendulum 
and 
gearing, 31 J/i-inch 
steel balls are used, which operate 
consecutively. When the timepiece is 
set, one of the metal balls is caused 
to descend, in zigzag fashion, on two 
pivoted plates, one placed above the 
other. 
After the ball has descended 
to the lower pla*te, its courre Is di­ 
rected in such a way that it enters 
one of the holes at the lower end of 
the perforated disc, releasing the disc 
and then proceeding in its rotary mo­ 
tion the space of one hole. 
The ‘time 
consumed by this disc is pierced with 
60 holes for one hour’s time, 
The 
forward motion and stopping is effect­ 
ed by the unlocking and locking of a 
spring.

A Mixed Motion. 


To Increase the supply of beef and 
thereby lessen its cost to the Ameri­ 
can householder is one of the princi­ 
pal objects underlying the efforts of 
the Department of Agriculture to se­ 
cure a proteid that will thrive in the 
semi-arid regions of the Northwest. 
Beef and beef products have reached 
the highest prices recorded in twenty 
years, and the dealers say that this is 
due to scarcity of cattle. 


The beef m arket at present is be­ 
ing supplied by corn-fed cattle, which 
always 
bring 
the highest prices. 
Grass-fed cattle are not as good in 
.quality as those fed on corn. 
The 
beef secured from the cattle having 
proteid foods included in their fare 
is considered the best, and despite 
the contentions of vegetarians it is 
generally conceded that the human 
body must receive its muscle mak- 
in'g food from meat containing pro­ 
teid. 


It is to Increase the supply of this 
kind of beef by increasing the proteid 
belt in the West that the Department 
of Agriculture has again sent Neils 
F. Hansen, of Brookings, S. D.t to 
make a thorough investigation of the 
plant life of Northern Russia and Si­ 
beria. 
Professor Hansen is a pioneer 
worker for the improvement of the 
plant life of this country and is con­ 
sidered as great an authority on the 
plant life of northern regions as is 
Luther Burbank on tropical plant3 
and fruits. 


Professor Hansen will visit the sec­ 
tions of Northern Europe and Asia, 
where climatic conditions are similar 
to those of the semi-arid lands of 
Wyoming, 
Colorado, 
Montana 
and 
the Dakotas. 
In these sections an 
attempt was made to raise alfalfa, 
which has been so successfully culti­ 
vated in the more Southern States. 
After some time these efforts ap­ 
peared to be successful, and prospect­ 
ive settlers soon filled this new graz­ 
ing country, but in the last two years 
the crops have been poor and farmers 
have begun to leave these serqi-arid 
sections, where cattle are fed on grass 
that withstands the cold, snowless 
winters and dry, hot summers that 
prevail there. 


If an alfalfa or clover can be found 
•which will withstand these climatic 
conditions a hundred head of cattle 
could be grazed on the land now re­ 
quired by ten. 
The cattle raised in 
this section are now sent to Illinois, 
Indiana and other Eastern States to 
be fed on corn before being ready for 
market. 


On his previous expeditions Pro­ 
fessor Hansen found fields of alfalfa 
on the steppes of Russia, thriving in 
a climate that corresponds with that 
*of the Western lands, which it is 
hoped will be reclaimed through his 
efforts 
He has found that these 
fields of alfalfa are hundreds of years 
old, and that the individual plants, 
instead of biennial, live for a genera­ 
tion or more. 
One of the most im­ 
portant results of the successful in­ 
troduction of this northern alfalfa 
would be the fertilization of the soil, 
which would make possible the rais­ 
ing of wheat and other crops where 
little of value can now be grown. 


Secretary Wilson first sent Profes­ 
sor Hansen on an expedition for the 
Department of Agriculture in 1S9 7. 
Since then he has made trips trien- 
nially for the department, and as a 
result of one of these- introduced for 
the first time into this country the 
Turkestan alfalfa, which forms one 
of the principal crops in the States 
bordering the 100th meridian.

Extraordinary Lightning Stroke. 
Professor A. Herschel, in the Quar­ 
terly Journal of the Royal Meteoro­ 
logical Society for October last, de­ 
scribes the extraordinary effects pro­ 
duced by lightning in the midst of 
an open moor in Northumberland. A 
hole four or five feet in diameter was 
made in the fiat, peaty ground, and 
from this half a dozen furrows ex* 
tended on all sides. 
Pieces of turf 
were thrown in various directions, 
one three feet in diameter and a foot 
thick 
having^ fallen 
seventy-eight 
feet from the 
hole. 
Investigation 
showed that in addition to the effects 
visible on the surface, small holes 
had been boVed in the earth radiating 
from the large excavation.

Radio-Activity of Conifers. 


Costanzo 
and Negro 
discovered 
some time ago that leaves of plants 
placed in the cylinder of an electro­ 
scope used in researches on radio­ 
activity gave to the air within the 
apparatus a certain conductivity, or 
in other words, ionized the air. 
They 
then 
undertook a more 
profound 
study 
of 
the 
phenomenon, using 
leaves of Cedrus deodara and Cedrus 
Lihani. 
Their results are reported 
in the memoirs of the Accademia dei 
Nuovi Lincei. 
W it’a the leaves of 
these species the ionization of the air 
which is a maximum immediately 
after their introduction into the ap­ 
paratus, diminishes very rapidly. Dr. 
Russell had already proved that the 
wood and resins of conifers and vari­ 
ous other trees have the property of 
affecting 
photographic 
plates, 
and 
that one could thus obtain, by contact 
in the dark, very fine photographs 
showing the alternate light and dark 
rings and lines produced in the wood 
in spring and autumn. 
Nevertheless 
it is not evident that this effect is at­ 
tributable to the radio-activity of the 
wood, for a thin sheet of glass or mica 
Interposed between the wood and the 
sensitive plate prevents the action en­ 
tirely. 
C?r nazzi has undertaken a 
study of 
the ionization of 
air by 
resins. 


H ang Up Your W atch, 


The question whether it is better 
to wind a watch at night or in the
